FRATERNAL INSURANCE. 


"Hardly a week passes without tlie 


announcement that some fraternal in- 
surance organization lias 
increased 


its rates. A tabulation of the exper- 
ience of the fraternals, classified ac- 
cording to age shows that the nine 
which have been iu existence thirty 
or more years have lost ground dur- 
ing the past ten years and reveals a 
heavy death rate, with a consequent 
large percentage of lapses. The group 
including those orders from' twenty- 
five to thirty years"old shows a large 
increase in membership, but an in- 
creasing death, rate and a growing 
percentage of lapses. 
The 
fifteen 


companies between twenty and twen- 
ty-five 'years of age, including three 
of the largest fraternals, show more 
terminations by lapses in 1904 than 
certificates written. 
The membership 


increased 300 per cent 
during 
the 


period, but the death rate also show- 
ed an increase. The ratio of death 
losses per 1000 members in 1904 was 


- 2S.22 for the nine older companies, 


11.90 for the nineteen companies be- 
tween twenty-five and. thirty years 
old, 7.2S for the fifteen companies be- 
tween twenty and twenty-five years 
old and S.S3 for the seventeen com- 
panies between ten and twenty -years 
old.

Yesterday to the 
surprise of Mr. Coundrey and certain 
county officials, including one mem- 
ber of the committee, the bid of the 
Jamestown Company was found to be 
an even $1,500 and it was awarded 
the contract.

The question now arises: 'Was the 


Jamestown company's bid altered aft- 
er it was opened and found to be the 
highest? Mr. Coundrey is sure it was 
and told the committee so in so many 
words.

ORIGINATES MAIL ORDER BANK 


Institution lesues Certificates for De- 


posits, Under Claim That the Paper 


Would be Legal Tender Throughout 


the Country. 


St. Louis, Mo., Dec. 2.—E. G. Lewis, 


one oC the most spectacular financiers 
of the country, was indicted by the 
federal grand jury on the charge of 
fraud and conspiracy to defraud the 
government 


Lewis has been, a startling figure in 


St. Louis finance. He ,started the Peo- 
r-le's United Slates bank a year ago 
without capital. In six months people 
in the United States and even abroad 
inn-chased more than $2,000,000 worth 
of the stock, sending their money to 
him in perfect confidence. 


He is the owner of two magazines,' 


one having a circulation "of 500,000 
and the other 141,000. 


Lewis had vast financial and politi- 


cal ambition. He projected great en- 
terprises. 
He borrowed excessively 


from his own bank, taking $40,375 one 
time. f390(000 at another, |34G,000 at 
another. 


He organized the University Heights 


Realty and Development company and 
spent $350,000 upon 
ir, loaning 
it 


$340,163 more from, the bank's funds. 
He had many other projects. 


Fraud Order Is Issued. 


Then came the crash. Last July the 


postoflice department issued a. fraud 
orrler against his bank, and the bank | 
itself .was thrown into the hands of a 
receiver.

Four posloffice inspectors were set 


to work, and they worked for months 
upon the case. Last Tuesday the grand 
jury met and heard their evidence, with| 
the testimony of three employes of 
the magazine published by Lewis. His 
indictment came Friday.. With him 
were indicted F. J. Cavot and William 
E. .Miller, closely identified with his, 
projects. 


The indictment concerning tbe oper- 


ation of tho bank sets'forth that prom- 
ises were made that for every dollar 
invested Lewis would put tip a like 
amount of his own means; that the af- 
fairs of the bank would be conducted 
by a cdmmittee of fifteen directors oC 
St. Louis banks; 
that 
the money 


would be invested only in govern- 
ment bonds, and that no portion of 
the j'uuds would be loaned to Lewis 
or to any of the directors of the con- 
cern. The 
indictment alleges that 


Lewis did not. intend to carry out any 
of these .promises, in the opinion of, 
thc'grand jurors. 


The specific allegations forming the 


basis for the second indictment, re- 
lating to the magazines, are that on 
Oct. 1 i>5,7S4 pounds of the Woman's 
Farm Journal in excess of the amount 
permir.tcd by law were sent out as 
sample topics, and that on Oct. 20, 
107,862 pounds, of the Woman's Mag- 
azine in excess of the legal limit were' 
sent out. 
This indictment charges 


conspiracy to 
defraud 
the United 


States. 


Lewis Is Ready for Trial. 


Lewis announced that he and his 


associates would appear before Judge 
Finkelenberg and-give bond. Discuss- 
ing the indictment, he .said: 


"There is no publication in Amer-' 


ica whose publishers could not be in- 
dicted and publication destroyed un- 
der the:same investigation which our 
publications have been subjected to. 


"I caii sayi however; I am glad the 


matter ' has' come • to -an • issue.
